They manag e to wrest a liv ing o ut o f 
w hat Americans co nsider to be unpro mis­ 
ing co nditio ns.

o us rio t this last w’eek. Hitherto the Mo s­ 
lems hav e been ho lding alo o f fro m the na­ 
tio nalist mo v ement, their leaders appar­ 
ently being in sy mathy with the British 
g o v ernment as a matter o f defense o f 
their relig io us mino rity . 
But fo r so me 
reaso n unex plained by dispatches a Mo s­ 
lem mo b attacked a Calcutta po lice sta­ 
tio n, and there w'ere a number killed and 
w'o unded. 
Elsewhere in India, ho wev er, there was 
rio ting betw'een Hindu natio nalists and 
Mo slems, so that perhaps the Calcutta in­ 
cident do es no t o ffer co nclusiv e 
pro o f 
that the Mo hammedans 
hav e 
cut 
lo o se 
fro m the British. 
Americans who wish to hav e a balanc­ 
ed v iew o f the Indian situatio n sho uld 
bear in mind that India is a co untry with 
a larg e area and mo re than three times 
the po pulatio n o f the United States. 
The 
unrest, o r at least the disturbance, en­ 
g endered by the Gandhi mo v ement has 
been restricted 
to relativ ely 
few and 
widely separated po ints. 
There is no th­ 
ing as y et that co uld be called a natio n­ 
wide mo v ement to sw’^eep the British into 
the sea. 
That thing s will g et wo rse, ho wev er, 
seems quite certain. 
The British g o v ern­ 
ment is making no o v ertures to the Hindus 
and is meeting the o utbreaks with fo rce 
whenev er diso rder breaks o ut. 
Ho wev er, 
w'hat is g o ing o n behind the censo rship 
it is impo ssible to g uess. 
The situatio n 
may easily be much mo re serio us than 
the British are allo wing the o utside wo rld 
to understand.

and no appearent pro spect o f impro v ed 
co nditio ns. 
Unemplo y ment threatens the 
v ery ’ life o f the British Empire. 
It is the 
issue o n which the present g o v ernment 
and any succeeding g o v ernment is likely 
to be o v erthro w'n. 
W hy is France an ex ­ 
ceptio n? 
Is it due to the inherent fru­ 
g ality o f the peo ple? 
To peasant land 
tenure? 
To intellig ent manag ement o f 
industry ’? 
W hile Euro pe sends business men and 
eco no mists to the United States to study 
mass pro ductio n, this co untry mig ht send 
ex perts to France to study mass emplo y ­ 
ment.

In ev ery flo ck o f gro wing chick­ 
ens there are always so me that 
gro w faster than the o thers.

sho wn that it is these early de­ 
v elo ping ¡)ullets that are the best 
o nes to select fo r the laying flo ck. 
They will start laying so o ner than 
the o thers and will 
keep it up 
lo nger, i» ro v i(ied they are fed a go o d 
laying ratio n and are fed in such 
a way as to maintain bo dy weight. 
Occasio nally so me will dev elo p 
sexually, that is, their co mbs will 
redden up and l)eco me large, and 
the^ie birds v .ill lay eggs. 
They 
may make this dev elo pment at the 
expense o f their bo dy gro wth. Such 
birds sho uld be giv en a little lo ng­ 
er time to put oTi mo re gro wth and 
weight befo re expecting them to 
co ntinue laying. 
This is do ne l>y 
cutting do wn the pro tein 
in 
the 
gro wing ratio n, cutting do wn the 
meat scrap to abo ut 
to 10 per 
cent, and feeding heav ily o f grain. 
Fo llo w this pro ceduce fo r 
abo ut 
two weeks. 


Prev enting Instead o f 
Curing Po ultry 
A “cured” fo wl Is a menace to 
the po ultry o wner because, as a 
rule, the bird go es back into the 
laying flo ck and lo ses its identity. 
It co ntinues to pro duce eggs o r is 
mated to hens that are laying eggs 
to be hatched. 
The chicks fro m 
these eggs will Inherit the co nsti­ 
tutio nal weakness that made the 
ancesto rs susceptible to the dis­ 
ease. 
Fo r this reaso n. If no o ther, pre­ 
v entio n is far better than cure. 
Birds which do no t hav e the o ppo r­ 
tunity to beco me sick will pro duce 
greater returns than tho se that are 
kept under insanitary co nditio ns 
and under Impro per 
metho ds 
o f 
feeding and management.
